the French schooner Lutell, armed her 
and put to sea.

prisoners from the Seeadlor were left 
n-arooncd on tho island, and the blades 
master brought word that they were in 
great need o£ food and water. 
The American vessels sunk were the 
Slade the A. B. Johnson and the Manila.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Oct. B.— 
KS, oysters and ico cream should bo 


sold by tho pound. This plan will be 
recommended in a forthcoming report 
>y Stato Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures Thure Hanson; The commis- 
jioner has taken the matter up with 
Federal Food Commissioner Henry B. 
Enclicott for Massachusetts and with 
the authorities in Washington. There 
ire many details yet to be worked out 
n connection with all throe plans, he 
said today, but the interests of buy- 
ers and sellers will be materially bene- 
ittcd if the plan is adopted. 
"Jn the matter of eggs," "Air. Han- 
son said, "there are today inequalities 
existing as a result of tho custom ot 
buying by tho dozen. Some, purchasers 
ecure all largo ones, others get 12 
small eggs, with the result that tho 
former customers 
buy 
considerably 
more for the money than the latter. 
"If eggs were sold by weight," .tho 
commissioner 
continued, 
"everybody 
would be treated nliko in the matter 
of quantity. 
Those who secured 
a 
pound of small eggs would have the 
difference -made up to them in .the 
number required to 
make 
up 
the 
weight, while those who wished large 
eggs would have to remain 
content 


with a lesser count." 
Mr. Hanson is of tho opinion that 
the dealer also would benefit in the 
readjustment of selling plans and that 
in the end both parties to the transac- 
tion would find that it worked out to a 
mutual advantage. 
Oysters are another of tho commo- 
dities under consideration, but in this 
'ase iliere are several complications 
and a number of different plans under 
consideration. Whether they should be 
sold by weight, dry measure or liquid 
measure Is tho problem upon which the 
department is working". 
There is an advantage to the custom- 
er of about 14 per cent, in quantity 
when oysters arc purchased by dry 
measure, while the same advantage ex- 
ists for tho dealers when they are 
Bold by liquid measure. 
For this rea- 
son Mr. Hanson 
believes that tliey 
should be sold by weight. 
Still an- 
other problem is offered by ice cream 
and tho idea, so far as the depart- 
ment of tho sealer is concerned, is to 
protect tile consumer and to prevent 
lim from being charged for the wast- 
age due to melting-. . 
Commissioner Hanson received a let- 
ter yesterday from the bureau of stand- 
ards in Washington asking for the co- 
operation, of the state department in 
some plan that Herbert Hoover is now 
working on to assure full weights to 
purchasers. -The letter to Mr. Hanson 
u.sks for suggestions from the Massa- 
chusetts department, and arrangements 
liave been made to carry out the plans 
'.uggestod by tho Washington author- 
ities. 
Another survey of the bakery situa- 
tion is •being completed by the dcpart- 
nent at the request of Henry B. Endi- 
cott, food administrator. Tho request 
for this came Sept. 25 and was com- 
pleted within four days. 
A corps of 
assistants in tho sealers' department 
\s now compiling the data obtained in 
(be bakery survey for the use of Mr. 
Eiidlcott's bureau.

three miles 
away. The chief 
officer ordered the 


men to row hack to her. but before 
they could roach her she listed heavily 
to starboard and settled at the stern. 
While the men in the lifeboat were 
rowing frantically to reach the steam- 
er she sank stern 
first 
About half 


her length had gone down when there 
was a terrific explosion, and then the 
craft disappeared. 
No trace of tho 


captain was found. 
Aided by the wind the lifeboat was 
headed westward. Torches were burned 
at night and a distress signal hoisted 
on an oar was displayed in the day- 
time. 
The provisions consisted of two 
tins of biscuits and one gallon and a 
halt of water. 
As the days passed 
and no snccor came to them, the men 
gave up hope. 
Some tried to jump 
overboard to end their sufferings but 
they were restrained by the others 
During all that awful experience Mrs. 
Bond sat heroically in the stern of 
tho boat, trying to calm the weak- 
ened sailors. 


Sunday the supply of food was so 


low that all hands were put on 
ra- 
tions of one sea biscuit and a small 
amount of water a day. 
Three Steamers Iguore Sig-jials 


Three steamers passed during the 


time they were adrift and Mr. Stuart 
said tho vessels paid no attention to 
their signals. 
Ho thinks the officers 


of the steamers thought the lifeboat 
a German submarine, using the dis- 
tress signal as a subterfuge to get 
them close enough to attack them. 
Finally, when all hope of rescue had 


been, abandoned and those in the drift- 
ing boat were reconciled to death, the 
rescue steamer came along. 
The dis- 
tress signal was acen by the second 
officer, who at once notified, the cap- 
tain. 
He lost no time in hurrying to 
the aid of the exhausted people. 


Mrs. 
Bond was 
suffering from ex- 
haustion, but her condition was re- 
ported last night as improving. 
Be- 
fore her marriage her homo was in 
Rockland. 


Chief Officer Stuart saved the docu- 
ments of the Itasca, but the belongings 
of the men were lost. 
The Itasca was formerly the "Wil- 


liam Crane and was once one of the 
fleet owned by 
the 
Merchants 
and 


Miners' Transportation company. 
It 
was bought a few years ago by the 
Mclntyre Lumber and Tie company of 
Mobile. Ala. 
The steamer was built 
at Wilmington, Dela.. in 1871. 
She 


was constructed of iron, her ' length 
•was 231 feet, breadth of beam 37.S feet, 
depth of hold 14.2 feet, net tonnage 
9S9 and gross tonnage 1417. 
The Itasca was laid up at Boston 
last winter and while here was libeled 
in a large, sum for breach of contract. 
When she finally left Boston she col- 
lided with the Dutch steamer Eemdljk, 
which was anchored at Quarantine, 
and botli vessels sustained damage. 
Fred G. Virtue, who was second offi- 


cer of 
the 
vessel, 
Is a government 


pilot at Bermuda and was making the 
trip in place of the man who held the 
position and left the vessel at Bermuda. 
Mr. Virtue thought it would be a good 
opportunity to make a 
trip 
to 
the 


United States, as he had not been away 
from Bermuda for years. 
Thaddeus Basden, one of tho rescued 


oilers, carries a watch that was pre- 
sented to him by the government 
of 


Bermuda for bravery in assisting in 
the rescue of the crew of tho British 
steamer 
Pollockshield, 
which 
was 


wrecked at Bermuda two years ago. 
Jose Tava, a .Spaniard, who was one 


of (tho rescued men, saved tho lifeboat 
fro'm being overwhelmed by the sea 
during the heavy weather, by standing 
in the bow of the boat and breaking 


i tho force of the waves witli an oar. 
The Itasca was Capt. Bond's first 
command.

Eggs, oysters and leo cream should be 
sold by the pound. This plan will be 
recommended in a forthcoming repor 
by State Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures Thuro Hanson. The commis- 
sioner has taken tho matter up with 
Federal Food Commissioner Henry B 
Bndicott for Massachusetts 
and with 
tho authorities in Washington. There 
aro many details yet to bo worked out 
in connection with all three plans, lie 
said today, but the interests of buy- 
ers and sellers will bo materially hene- 
fltted if the plan is adopted. 
"In the matter of egss," Mr. Han- 
son said, "there aro today inequalities 
existing as a result of the custom oi 
buying by the dozen. Some purchasers 
secure all large ones, others gftt 12 
small eggs, with the result that tho 
former customers 
buy 
considerably 
more for the money than the latter. 
"If eggs were sold by weight," tho 
commissioner 
continued, 
"everybody 
would be treated alike in the matter 
of quantity. 
Those who secured 
a 
pound of small eggs would have the 
difference made up to them in the 
number required to 
make 
up 
the 
weight, while those who wished large 
eggs would have to remain content 
with a lesser count." 
Mr. Hanson is of tho opinion that 
the dealer also would benefit in the 
readjustment of selling plans and thai 
in the end both parties to the transac- 
tion would find that it worked out to a 
nnitual advantage. 
_Oysters aro another of the commo- 
dities under consideration, but in this 
case there are several complications 
and a number of different plans under 
consideration. Whether they should he 
sold by weight, dry measure or liquid 
measure Is tho problem upon which the 
department is working.. 
There is an advantage to the custom- 
er of about 14 per cent, in quantity 
when oysters are purchased by dry 
pleasure, while the same advantage ex- 
ists for the dealers when they are 
sold by liquid measure. For this rea- 
son'. Mr. Hanson 
believes that they 
should be sold by weight. 
Still an- 
othor problem is offered by ice cream 
and the Idea, so far as the depart- 
ment of the sealer is concerned, is ro 
irotect the consumer and to prevent 
ilm from being charged for the wast- 
age due to melting. 
Commissioner Hanson receiver! alet- 
:er yesterday from tho bureau of stand- 
ards in Washington asking for the co- 
operation of the state department in 
eomo plan that Herbert Hoover is now 
working on to assure full weights to 
purchasers. Tho letter to Mr: Hanson 
..ska for suggestions from tho Massa- 
chusetts department, and arrangements 
laVe been made to carry out the plans 
.uggosted by tho Washington author- 
ties. 
Another survey of tho bakery situa- 
ion is being completed by the depart- 
ment at the request of Henry B. Bndl- 
ott, food administrator.

Gilles on the charge that she had aid- 
ed stragglers from the allied armies 
to escape across the frontier from Bel- 
gium to Holland.

Although he brought an alien sword 
to America, he wore it with such dis- 
tinction that General Washington made 
him his adjutant; that Thomas Jelfer- 
son became hia warm, personal friend 
and the administrator of his will, and 
that General Gates and General Green, 
under whom he served, were eulogistic 
in praise of his services. 
liven when the time came for him 
to leave the country to return to his 
beloved Poland, he had the interests ot 
America at heart, and left a will pro- 
viding that his American

chased, given their freedom and 
edu- 
cated In trades. On his own estate in 
Poland he also released the peasants. 
An aristocrat by birth and training, he 
was en exponent of a type of democracy 
in advance of the times.
